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DIRECTORS NOTES 

When I was in high school (more years ago than need be recorded here) I, like scores of others 
throughout the years, was in a production of Thornton Wilder’s Our Town. Playing the role of 
Dr. Gibbs, I recall one of my favorite lines: “Aint natural to be alone, people were meant to live 
two by two in this world.” More than 30 years after Our Town was written, collaborators 
Stephen Sondheim and George Furth brought Company to the stage, and while it may not have 
been their direct intent, the show is a funny, tender and sometimes wistful reminder of those 
Our Town lines 1 spoke so many years ago. In Company , the character of Robert not only 
reminds us of our natural desire to connect with someone special, but also in observing his 
interactions with “those good and crazy people his married friends” we learn that while 
marriage can be challenging, it’s worth it nonetheless. 


Artistic explorations such as Company do not happen alone. I am grateful for the collaborative 
efforts of:

Dr. Bill Folger, my favorite music maniac 

Professor Susan Zimmer, who has the nimblest fingers a piano ever saw
